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Court V acate s Tem porary Inj unction 
Against GCI, Finding it Unnecessary

Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. (GCI) has been released 
from the court injunction of February 28 requiring the 
cooperative to cease temporarily its movement toward di¬ 
vestiture of supermarket and service station operations. 
However, GCI representatives must still appear before the 
Circuit Court of Prince Georges County later this month 
to show cause why divestiture should not be further de¬ 
layed and put to a vote of the GCI membership in June. 


Judge James Magruder Rea 
annulled his previous injunction 
on Friday, March 2, after hear¬ 
ing arguments presented that 
day by GCI attorneys from the 
Washington law firm of Hamel & 
Park. According to John T. Ward, 
one of the attorneys for the pe¬ 
titioners against GCI, Judge Rea 
made his decision primarily on 
the grounds that with the further 
legal action that is still pending, 
GCI would be effectively blocked 
from sales of its properties, thus 
making the temporary injunction 
unnecessary. Ward told the News 
Review that Judge Rea orally 
advised GCI that any actions 
they take between now and the 
show-cause hearing will be sub¬ 
ject to court scrutiny. 

According to Ward, the March 
2 proceeding was an “adversary 
hearing” in which both parties 
were represented and offered ar¬ 
guments. The earlier hearing on 
February 28 was “ex parte,” with 
GCI not represented. 

The petitioners in this case are 
three Greenbelt residents who are 
members of GCI — Beatrix D. 
Whitehall, Albert K. Herling, and 
Robert Earl Wilson. In addition 
to Ward, the petitioners are also 


being represented by attorney F. 
Anthony McCarthy. Both attor¬ 
neys live in Greenbelt. The ulti¬ 
mate goal of the petitioners is 
to force GCI to put the divesti¬ 
ture matter to a vote by the co¬ 
operative's membership during 
its June meeting, with no proxy 
voting allowed. 

GCI, in asking Judge Rea to 
vacate the temporary injunction, 
presented written arguments in 
support of its request. Two of 
the arguments were based on 
technical points of law—one, that 
the 30-day injunction violated a 
provision of the Maryland Rules 
of Procedure that limits such 
injunctions against Maryland 
residents to no more than 10 
days; the other, that the granting 
of the injunction with no prior 
notice to GCI also violated the 
same provision of Maryland law 
as interpreted in a precedent case 
decided by the U.S, Supreme 
Court. The third argument—that 
the petitioners would suffer no 
harm if the injunction were lifted 
and the matter dealt with in the 
forthcoming hearing on the mer¬ 
its of the case—was presented 
to the court in the form of a 
sworn affidavit by Paul 0. Mohn, 


Chairman of the GCI Board of 
Directors. 

Mohn’s Statement 

Mohn recounted the history of 
financial loss suffered by the 
grocery store and service sta¬ 
tion operations during recent 
years, with these losses totalling 
$9,100,000 during the past 13 
years. He noted “the deleterious 
impact such losses are having on 
GCI’s ability to operate prud¬ 
ently and in the interest of its 
member patrons.” He gave dollar 
figures to show that only the 
SCAN furniture division has 
been operating profitably. Mohn 
then made a number of other 
points related to the present legal 
action against GCI: 

—He itemized ways in which, 
despite the divestiture decision, 
GCI is essentially maintaining 
the status quo — e.g., no sales 
contracts have been entered into, 
inventory is not being depleted 
“below commercially reasonable 
levels, although (GCI) is not cur¬ 
rently reordering merchandise 
under the Co-op label,” and no 
employees have been discharged 
as a result of the divestiture 
decision. 

—He summarized the present 
status of sales efforts, saying 
that “GCI has received bids from 
a number of local cooperative 
organizations interested in pur¬ 
chasing the service stations and 
grocery stores and continuing to 
operate them as cooperatives.” 
Repeating GCI’s wish to complete 
sales negotiations for all re-

City to Press County for Summer 
Playgrounds in East Greenbelt

Summer playground pro¬ 
grams and winter potholes, 
more room for more dentists 
and more space for more 
cars, a police car that won’t 
look like a police car and two 
traffic lights that look alike 
— these were some of the 
mishmash of agenda items 
taken up by Greenbelt’s city 
council during its February 
27 regular meeting. 

The Greenbriar/Glen Oaks and 
Windsor Green/Glen Ora com¬ 
munities would get new summer 
playground programs if city re¬ 
quests to the county are suc¬ 
cessful. Hank Irving, Greenbelt’s 
Director of Recreation, made such 
a request to the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission in December, but has 
since learned that the county 
Planning Board has adopted the 
Fiscal Year 1985 operating budget 
without including funds for such 
new programs. City council voted 
to ask the county executive and 
county council to provide the two 


programs earlier requested by 
Irving, The new programs would 
be in addition to summer play¬ 
ground programs already pro¬ 
vided in the city’s north end and 
in Springhill Lake, and other 
summer recreational assistance 
provided at the Youth Center. The 
city provides supplies and equip¬ 
ment for these playground pro¬ 
grams. 

Dental Office Expansion 

Council approved the request 
of veteran Greenbelt dental sur¬ 
geon Clayton S. McCarl, Sr. to 
be allowed to make an addition 
to the dental office building at 
28-A Ridge Road. The proposed 
addition would expand an exist¬ 
ing 4’x5’ porch into an enclosed 
10’xl5’ treatment area (“opera- 
tory”). The addition, to be lo¬ 
cated on the garden side of the 
building away from the intersec¬ 
tion of Ridge Road and Garden¬ 
way, is wanted so that it will not 
be necessary to use the two 
existing “operatories” inconven¬ 
iently located on the second floor. 
Staff of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) has approved the addition. 


Normally such an addition 
would require only a building 
permit. In this case, a special 
exception to the county zoning 
laws must be obtained because 
the building is used for profes¬ 
sional purposes in an area zoned 
residential. In the words of the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board 
report, “This use has not been 
questioned before because the 
use preceded the adoption of the 
area zoning map in 1949.” 

Dr, Clayton McCarl and his 
brother, Dr. J, Taylor McCarl, 
have been in practice together at 
the Ridge Road address for 27 
years. Their late father preceded 
them with dental practice in the 
same building. The third genera¬ 
tion will come on the scene when 
two sons of Clayton join the 
practice this spring. 

Staff Car 

During its last previous meet¬ 
ing, council was asked by City 
Manager James Giese for au¬ 
thorization to buy a used car at 
auction to replace an aged ve¬ 
hicle being used by city office

S.O.S. Petitions Top 600 


More than 600 Greenbelters have now signed the S.O.S. 
Petition asking Greenbelt Co-operative, Inc. (GCI) to re¬ 
verse its divestiture decision or, at least, to delay that ac¬ 
tion for six months. The GCI board currently plans to sell 
off its money-losing food stores, pharmacies and gas sta¬ 
tions by March 31 and has actively been seeking bids from 
locally-based co-ops to purchase the facilities or should that 
fail, bids from other independent operators would be ac¬ 
cepted. 


“Thanks to the cooperation of 
several of the city’s civic and 
homeowner associations, the re¬ 
sponse has been very good.” Joe 
Isaacs, S.O.S. chairman told the 
News Review. “However,” he 
noted, “many more Greenbelters 
need to be heard from before 
March 12” when the S.O.S. pe¬ 
titions will be presented at the 
GCI board meeting. 

The clip-out petition again ap¬ 
pears in this issue of the News 
Review (see ad page (3). Isaacs 
expects a big boost by residents 
of Windsor Green and Springhill 
Lake where homeowner and civic 
associations distributed post card 
petitions this past week. 

The petitions, said Isaacs, may 
be critical in that they serve 
notice to GCI of serious com¬ 
munity concern. S.O.S. supports 
a permanent restraining order 
which would assure that the 
Co-op membership can vote on 
the question of divestiture at the 
annual meeting on June 9. 

The additional time would also 
assist the new Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Cooperative, Inc., in its 
efforts to acquire the food, phar¬ 
macy and auto services should 
the divestiture decision be reaf¬ 
firmed by the Co-op membership. 

The next meeting of the S.O.S. 
Committee will be held on March 
15 at 8 p.m, in the city council

New Store Manager

The Board of Directors of the 
newly organized Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Co-op (GCC) have chosen 
Bob Davis to be the Co-op store 
manager if the GCC does take 
control of the co-op. 

Ron Wilkinson, the present 
store manager, says he hopes to 
take a long vacation. 

Davis is currently managing 
the Co-op Supermarket in Sever- 
na Park. No plans have been 
made to organize a local Co-op 
to take over that store, so it 
probably will be sold to a pri¬ 
vate operator. 

Before he worked for Co-op, 
Davis managed Super Thrift su¬ 
permarkets in Edgewood and 
Columbia. He also was Assistant 
Director of Corporate Stores for 
P.A. & S. Small Company, the 
wholesale grocer that supplies 
all Co-op Supermarkets. GCC will 
continue to buy its groceries, 
meats and produce from the 
Small Company. 

The GCC has passed the half¬ 
way mark in its initial drive for 
membership capital. The $60,000 
initial goal, plus a bank loan, 
will enable it to acquire the in¬ 
ventories of the supermarket, the 
pharmacy and the service sta¬ 
tion. GCC hopes to take over the 
operations on April 1. 

The GCC meets every Friday 
evening at 7:30 in the Greenbelt 
Homes Board Room. All inter¬ 
ested persons are invited to at¬ 
tend. 


New Animal Control Ordinance 
Has Stiller Penalties for Violators

A proposed animal control ordinance for the city of 
Greenbelt would enable city officers to issue citations with 
minimum fines of $10. 

The new animal control regulations, similar to pro¬ 
posed Prince Georges County animal control regulations, 
were proposed during the Feb. 27 Greenbelt city council 
meeting. 


Besides establishing penalties 
and enforcement remedies for 
violating the animal control 
regulations, the city ordinance 
would require cat owners to pay 
an annual license fee but keep 
the same tag for their cats from 
year to year. 

According to City Manager 
James K. Giese, the city and the 
county have agreed that the 
county will provide the city with 
dog license registration informa¬ 
tion, and the city will assist in 
issuing dog licenses for Green¬ 
belt residents. 

The existing animal control 
ordinance also requires both cats 
and dogs to be licensed, but 
problems with dogs last sum¬ 
mer and citizen complaints led 
to request a new ordinance. 

The animal control ordinance 
will use three means of enforce¬ 
ment. First, the city can im¬ 
pose civil fines which will be paid 
to the city. Second, the matter 
can be referred to the Prince 
Georges Animal Control Commis¬ 
sion which also has the power 


to assess fines. And third, the 
violation can be declared a mis¬ 
demeanor, This third procedure 
would require citations and ar¬ 
rest procedures as established by 
the state of Maryland, 

If a civil fine is issued, it must 
be paid within 20 days or the fine 
doubles. If the new fine is not 
paid within 15 days, the city can 
send the case to District Court. 

Violators also have a right to 
stand trial for the citations but 
they must notify the city within 
20 days of receiving the citation. 
These citations are not criminal 
violations but the accused would 
receive the same rights as in 
a criminal case. 

The ordinance is expected to 
come up for a vote during coun¬ 
cil’s March 19 regular meeting. 

City Cemetery Lots 
Council also considered a re¬ 
quest by Harold A. Siegel of 16 
Maplewood Court, that the city 
cemetery ordinance be amended 
to allow the sale of additional 
See ANIMAL, page 4, col.

His deep concern for 
GHI brought him staunch friends 
and strong opponents, but his 
love for Greenbelt remained even 
after the family moved out to 
the big house on the Ag. Res. 
Center farms. He also served 
Twin Pines and Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services in several capaci¬ 
ties and was as political as the 
Hatch Act would allow. 

He is survived by his wife of 
33 years, Elizabeth (Betty), sons 
Christopher and Drake, and 
daughters Margaret Fernandez 
and Jennifer Reed. 

A memorial service wiil be 
held at Paint Branch Unitarian 
Church, 3215 Powder Mill Rd,, 
Adelphi on Saturday. March 10 
at 2:30 p.m. Memorial contribu¬ 
tions may be made to the Paint 
Branch Endowment Fund. 

In Memoriam 

To the many Greenbelters who 
came to know Gordon, he was a 
man with serious concern for 
his community. He deeply cared 
about the way it worked, or failed 
to, for its citizens and always 
brought to bear on issues his 
considerable intellect and in¬ 
formed opinion. He was an ar¬ 
ticulate spokesman for his views 
and enlivened every conservation 
and public discourse with a sharp 
humor. Gordon’s love of garden¬ 
ing and extensive knowledge of 
botany further enriched his views 
and ours of how Greenbelt ought 
to look, that the esthetic quality 
of our living environment is also 
important. His early death comes 
as a shock to many of us and 
leaves a void that will not soon 
be filled.

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OPEN LETTER 

To the Mayor and City Council: 

For years now I have been 
disturbed by the slow decaying 
of the Center Mall. The reno¬ 
vation (trees and tile) was mar¬ 
velous, but the sidewalks on the 
front and side of the Mall be¬ 
come treacherous when awash in 
rain water or thick with ice. The 
gutters have deteriorated, and 
walking under some of them is 
dangerous. This problem is es¬ 
pecially bad near the drycleaning 
and Coop entrance and at the 
back of the Coop. 

At first glance, these seem to 
be problems of the business near¬ 
est the problem zones and of 
Mr. Christacos the owner of the 
Center. But in a real sense these 
problems should be of real con¬ 
cern to the city government. 

If even six or ten people a 
year begin driving to one of the 
other shopping centers because of 
irritating conditions at Roosevelt 
Center, we're in trouble. Shop¬ 
ping habits shift very easily. The 
person faced with a huge puddle 
outside the Variety Store may 
pick up whatever else he needs 
at High's or the Ben Franklin 
Store and mentally decide to 
stop at another store when next 
he passes Beltway Plaza or 
Greenway. 

The back parking lot east of 
the Coop is often a major ob¬ 
stacle to shopping, whether be^ 
cause of snow, potholes, trucks 
blocking the way, or crowded 
conditions. A complete revamp¬ 
ing of the large parking lots sur¬ 
rounding the center would yield 
more spaces better organized. 

We seem to be doing every¬ 
thing piecemeal: Save the Post 
Office. Save the Theater. Save 
the Coop. What next—Save the 
Variety Store? The Drycleaners? 
We need a variety of businesses 
in order to keep the Center viable. 
It is to the City's best interest 
that Greenbelt's shoppers can 
easily, safely contribute, through 
their use of the Center’s busi¬ 
nesses, to the economy as well 
as the spirit of the city. People 
coming and going in the Center 
make it safer for all who walk 
around this city. 

If the Coop cannot be saved 
as is and another grocery chain 
sends a representative to look 
at the Center, let’s hope it isn’t 
raining, or we’re in trouble.

To the Editor: 

Often the citizens of Greenbelt 
have set up local organizations 
to maintain facilities under local 
control. It is difficult to think of 
Greenbelt without its special 
kind of community ownership. 
This spirit of local unity in¬ 
fluences the entire commun¬ 
ity — its municipal affairs, its 
churches, its clubs, its other pub¬ 
lic and private services and fa¬ 
cilities. 

Now we have to decide again 
the importance of local control 
and ownership. Some say that we 
might lose nothing if the co¬ 
operative commercial facilities 
revert to absentee ownership by 
private businesses. This is a risk 
that those who formed other 
locally controlled facilities re¬ 
fused to take. It is a risk we 
should refuse to take with the 
co-op stores. We have too much 
to lose. Consider, as an example, 
the local housing cooperative. Its 
existence, under member owner¬ 
ship, enhances the quality of life 
throughout Greenbelt not only in 
the areas around the members' 
homes but also in the condomin¬ 
iums, apartments and private 
homes. The same can be said for 
the co-op store and service sta¬ 
tion. Their existence under local 
member control can strongly en¬ 
hance all the commercial opera¬ 
tions in Greenbelt. Under private 
ownership they will have little 
influence.

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GHIDC Approves $1,352,996 
Contract for Masonry Repairs

At a session which preceded the regular Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. meeting on Feb. 23, the directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. Development Corporation gave final approval 
to the contract for repair of structural damage and paint¬ 
ing of masonry homes. The contract was awarded to Ba- 
kalyar Construction Co./J. Turner Construction Co. and 
carried a not-to-exceed price tag of $1,352,996. The struc¬ 
tural repairs, which have been studied, surveyed and de¬ 
bated for most of last year, are scheduled to be completed 
before the end of Rehab Phase II on June 30. 


The GHIDC board disposed of 
this $1.3 million dollar contract 
in a matter of minutes. The same 
directors, sitting as the GHi 
board, then spent half-an-hour 
debating whether the proposed 
statement of GHI maintenance 
responsibilities ought to include 
replacement of clothes poles. On 
a motion by Director Frank Ger- 
vasi, the ‘clothes pole question” 
was finally decided affirmatively 
—original clothes poles will be 
replaced as needed in masonry 
homes. The vote on the issue was 
6-2, Directors Joe Jenkins and 
Wayne Williams coming down on 
the anti-clothes-pole side. 

The rest of the proposed main¬ 
tenance responsibilities and mini¬ 
mum standards for GHI yards, to 
be set forth in an upcoming 
edition of GHI rules and regu¬ 
lations, were approved by the 
board 7-1, with Jenkins opposed. 
According to General Manager 
Shekar Narasimhan, the yard 
maintenance rules will be spelled 
out in more detail in draft regu¬ 
lations which will be brought 
before the board as they are 
prepared. 

The board deferred action on 
the request of a member for per¬ 
mission to construct a garage/ 
workshop on one side of his 
frame home. The member, whose 
hobby is restoring vehicles, is 
constructing a show truck too 
large to fit into a conventional 
GHI garage. He needs to keep it 
in protected surroundings and 
needs space to work. Since the 
proposed structure is not exactly 
an addition (living space) or a 
shed, the request is not covered 
by current regulations, according 
to Narasimhan. The board, sym¬ 
pathizing with the member's de¬ 
sire to accommodate his hobby 
or, as he put it, “to remain in 
Greenbelt and enjoy my home,” 
nevertheless looked cautiously at 
attendant problems, A drainage 
problem of long standing already 
exists in the area of the mem¬ 
ber’s home. The problem was 
exacerbated, according to the 
member's statement, by the city's 
installation of a wheelchair ramp 
in the sidewalk. This ramp chan¬ 
nels water from the street into 
the nearby yards. The board was 
obviously concerned about the 
drainage problems and how the 
proposed structure would affect 
them. Director John Lewis also 
raised the question of a possible 
fire hazard in a garage attached

to a frame dwelling. 

These concerns led the board 
to defer any definite action 
on the member's request. A mo¬ 
tion by Director Wayne Williams 
calling for management to work 
with the member to solve the 
difficulties, passed 7-0, with Ger- 
vasi abstaining. The request was 
also referred to the Aesthetics 
and Environment and Engineer¬ 
ing and Maintenance Committees. 

In other actions, the board ap¬ 
proved unanimously an agree¬ 
ment with First Maryland Sav¬ 
ings & Loan which will make 
financing by that institution 
available to GHI buyers. The 
board also approved a one-year 
contract with Hall’s Tree Service 
for tree trimming and removal. 
The board authorized renewal of 
the annual insurance package 
with the same broker, Horenberg 
Insurance Services, Inc., at a not- 
to-exceed cost of $61,000, a re¬ 
duction in premium from 1983. 
A motion by Secretary Janet 
Cantwell giving the authorization 
was passed 7-0, with Jenkins ab¬ 
staining. 

A last try at determining 
whether there is interest in or¬ 
ganizing a crime watch in GHI 
is being made by scheduling a 
meeting Sunday, March 2*5, 2-4 
p.m. A representative of the 
Greenbelt police department will 
be on hand to explain crime 
watch operations and answer 
questions.

maining facilities during March 
1984, Mohn said that “GCI will 
suffer substantial monetary dam¬ 
ages in the form of continuing 
losses” if it is not allowed to 
continue “negotiating with po¬ 
tential buyers pending a final 
decision by this Court on the 
merits of plaintiffs’ petition,” 
“Moreover,” said Mohn, GCI 
“risks the loss of ready and will¬ 
ing buyers who have already sub¬ 
mitted” purchase bids. 

—In his final point, Mohn noted 
the “head-to-head” and “for¬ 
midable” competition that GCI’s 
SCAN furniture division has only 
recently begun to face from the 
two firms of Scandinavian De¬ 
sign and Mario Furniture, Ac¬ 
cording to Mohn, with only the 
SCAN enterprise within GCI now 
proving profitable, “GCI cannot 
continue to absorb the losses gen¬ 
erated by the service station and 
grocery store divisions and ex¬ 
pect to remain a healthy co¬ 
operative. . . 

The court hearing on the merits 
of the petition to bring divesti¬ 
ture to a GCI membership vote 
is on the calendar for March 23, 
but, according to attorneys for 
both sides, may be moved to an 
earlier date to accommodate the 
schedules of GCI’s attorneys. 

Petitioners’ attorney Ward told 
the News Review on March 6 
that GCI closed its Fairlington 
grocery store on March 3—the 
day after the hearing in which 
Judge Rea cancelled his earlier 
injunction. According to Ward, 
the GCI attorneys did not tell 
either the judge or the petition¬ 
ers* lawyers about the intended 
closing. 

GCI’s attorney Stephen L. 
Humphrey, asked about this by 
the News Review, explained that 
the Fairlington closing had noth¬ 
ing to do with the divestiture de¬ 
cision, He said that the bank 
which owns the building notified 
GCI about November 198.3—be¬ 
fore the December 19 divestiture 
decision—that the bank was ter¬ 
minating the lease and taking 
over the property in order to 
expand the bank’s own space.

staff. Council instead decided 
that the planned concurrent pur¬ 
chase of four new police cruisers 
should be increased to five, with 
one of the present police cars 
then being converted to adminis¬ 
trative use by the city manager 
and city office staff. 

At the February 27 meeting, 
Giese won council approval for 
a further change in plans: One 
of the five new police vehicles 
will assume civilian clothes and 
serve as the administrative-use 
car for the first year of its life. 
At the end of the year, that car 
will be converted to police use, 
and will be replaced by another 
new “police” car assigned to staff 
use. Giese pointed out that this 
procedure is already followed 
with the vehicle assigned to the 
Police Chief. 

In written comments to coun¬ 
cil, Giese said the procedure “has 
the adventage of providing a 
greater time period to detect 
warranty defects than results 
from use as a squad car, as squad 
car use results in mileage war- 
renty being exceeded in a very 
short . . . time. It also results 
in a better vehicle being avail¬ 
able for the transporting of vis¬ 
iting dignitaries and other guests 
of the city. The relatively low 
use while assigned as an admin¬ 
istrative vehicle results in no sig¬ 
nificant effect on the useful life 
... as a police squad car.” 

The fifth new car will not be 
purchased from the police de¬ 
partment budget for new squad 
cars. In other words, the police 
vehicle roster is not being “short¬ 
ed” in any way by this arrange¬ 
ment.

Potholes & Other Problems 

Council members asked city 
staff to look for solutions to sev¬ 
eral matters of concern, all re¬ 
lated to automobiles and their 
drivers. Councilmember Edward 
Putens, with help from others, 
described the horrendous pot¬ 
holes—“craters” — that have be¬ 
gun to plague motorists in the 
Greenway Shopping Center park¬ 
ing lot. Council agreed to send 
a letter to the county’s Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Permits, 
with a copy to Greenway’s own¬ 
ers, Western Development Corp., 
expressing the city’s unhappi¬ 
ness with the disrepair of the 
parking lot. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
spoke to the inadequate number 
of parking spaces as marked by 
white lines on Lakecrest Drive.

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He asked Giese to see whether 
re-lining to make each space 
shorter, as has been done in oth¬ 
er parts of the city, might be 
possible. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted 
problems relating to the traffic 
lights in the Crescent Road/ 

Kenilworth Avenue area. He said 
the interval of red light for mo¬ 
torists wanting to get from 
Crescent onto Kenilworth seems 
to have been lengthened. He also 
noted that he and other motorists 
northbound on Kenilworth after 
dark are having a problem of 
“depth perception” in distin¬ 
guishing between the lights at 
the Beltway off-ramp and those 
just beyond at Crescent. Weiden¬ 
feld asked Giese to look into both 
of these matters with the State 
Highway Administration.
